Eleven O7cJocIt Sessions Bog-tin.

There was a great strug- 
gle, directly the journal was read, by many 
members to contain unanimous consent, but 
tho regular order was insisted upon.

Mr. Dawcs moved to go into committee of 


the whole upon the revenue bill. This 
motion encountered great opposition, and 
failed. Mr. Dpwes prefaced his motion 
with a very significant statement, which 
seemed to indicate hopelessness of the pas- 
sago of tho bill. Ho complained of tho 
action of tho House in persistently refusing 
to consider tho bill, and went so far as to 
say that if the House continued its present 
line of action an extra session would be 
inevitable. The House, however, re fused to 
take up tho bill, yeas, 00 ; nays, 9G. 


Tho vote against Mr. Dnwes's motion to 


consider tho tariff bill is considered vory 
indicative of tho probable defeat of that bill.
